and-a pirtifall father compaltonating 
bis owne bowels; painting out his met. 
cy::-Somerimes laying, that -heis.dread- 
full,yer ro be delighted in ; fearefu}l;yer 
fauourable; terrible cucn. roithe Kings 
of thecarth;and yet tender catrying- his

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children vpon Eagles wings, farrc and 
free from any dahger, as loth to hauc 
them harmed as the Apple of his owne 
cyc hurt. A God of wrath with his Bow 
bent, Arrowcs ready, and Weapons pre- 
parcd,and yera Sunto ſolace, & a Shield 
ro ſhelter thoſe that are afflicted. Truly 
therefore did the ſweet ſinger of I/rael 
concerning him warble ypon his Harpe, 
Mercy and Truth are met together, Righteouſ” 
ne and Peace bane kiſſed each other : For 
this is demonſtrated by his works of 
both Mercy and Iuſtice, whercſocucr 
for the place, on whomſocuecr for the 
perſons manifelted. ;

becomming ſinners, they ſuffer;being to 
corruption: afte&ted , with croſſes th 
arc afflicted;and tainted with pollution, 
are rouched with puniſhment. There 
isthe Lords juſtice, Yer in that they are 
infeſted, left rhey ſhould - be more in- 
fected; in that their miſeries are mixt 
with ioyes, and moderated according 
to what they arc able to beare; in that 
theirſuffrings arc ſeaſoned with heauens 
ſalr, and falued with an happy ſucceſle, 
they cither taken from their trials, or 
their tribulation remoucd from them;in 
that grace, in the midſt of miſery, is pre- 
{crued in them, and glory, nutwithſtan-

ly entertaine?-If he be all-mercy, thofe 
who ;are knowneto him to be branded 
inconfcicnce, & rotheDeuils robe mar- 
kedin conuerfation with thecurfeof hel, 
muſt by him be acknowledged to haue: 
right to, and be made partakers 'of the 
blifſe of Heaucn. On the contrary fade, 
if he beallTuſtice, how: is nor the/ſame: 
will of his enforced to leauc thoſe hape- 
lefle, for whom hee had purpofed, tos

whom he hath pramiled happineſſe> If 
he had beene all Iuſtice, he-had 'leftin 
the pawes of Satan, that roaring dcuou- 
ring Lion, thoſe who are redeemed by 
the precious bloud of his Sonnethat im- 
maculate Lambe.

it lifleth, and the winds Creator worketh 
as. him liketh, doing asfaics the Propher 
Daud,what pleaſcth him in heauen and 
cacth, and in the depths ,* which hee 
could nor docif he were: not free : Now 
confeſlinghim co be free, wee muſt ac- 
knowledge him to bee berth iuft and 
mercifull, or elſe his liberty 1s abridged; 
and beſides,a Cloud is caſt ouerhis pow- 
cr, & his Qmnipotencyis obſcurcd, ſce- 
ing he muſt cither ſuffer what he would | 
not,or not doe what he ſhould.

To doc what hewill, paints out Omni» 
potency : to ſuffer what hee will nor, 
points at impotency. Take away his iu- 
ſtice,and hemult ſuffer the blaſpheming 
of his.name, the violating of his Jawes, 
Ez the 
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the contempt of his commands wirh- 
outall remcdy. An carthly Commander 
ſhall reucnge the leaſt offered indignity, , 
and Heauens Creator ſhall not be able 
ro redrefſe, but muſt endure the higheſt, 
the moſt hainous blaſphemy. Take 'a- 
way his mercy,a worldly Monarch ſhall 
aduance his Fauorite, a meane Lord ex- 
alta well deſeruing ſeruant, a poore fa- 
ther gratifie a truly obedient ſonne, bur 
he by whom Princes reigne ſhall nor 
conferre' dignity on thoſe in whom his 
ſoulc delighterh ; nor the Lord of Lords 
reward his ſeruants diligence; nor the 
Father of all that is'called Father in-hea- 
uen orcarth, countenance his Childs o- 
bedience. Take'away iultice, hee who 
fetters the Noblesinlinkesof iron, and 
breaks in peecesthePrinces of theearth, 
as a Potters veſlell, ſhall himſelfe be lin- 
kedin the chaines of ithpicty, becauſe he 
cannot punifhiniquity.Takeaway mer- 
cy,>he who:moueth mans heart topitty, 
opencth mens earcs toatrend,ſtrengthe- 
neth mans hands to aidthem who arc 
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in miſcry, ſhall bauc his owne heart ſo 
benummed, that he eannot commilſe- 
rate; his owne cares ſo ſhur,that he can- 
not heare ; and his owne arme fo ſhort- 
ned,'that he cannot reach them who are 
in calamitie. But there-is no Lord which 
lives not vnder his law, cither obeying 
what he enioyneth, or enduring what 
he inflicteth. There'is no honour or 
difhonour, but is reccined from his 
hand, cither as a gratious {igne of his | 
loue, or as the defertted ſacceſle of dil- 
loyalty, which he diſpoſeth as power- 
fully wichoutrefiſtance, as: freely with- 
outreſpect.”

His 
gtarious promiſes arc- as Sugar ſweet- 
ning/ euery ſuffering, as hony deligh- 
ritig -exicry! | Sintie-diltempered * talte, 
as Freiaele driuins corruption” from. 
theſoule; as Goats bloud foftning an 
Adamantine- heart; his gratious promi-

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{cs giuea Superledeas againſt the band 
of Law, proclaime a writ of priuiledge 
from the Arreſt of death, and ſye outa 
Writ of Error, to reverſe the doome of 
condemnation, paſled againlt {in in the 
courtof conſcience. Yetlet this be gran- 
ted, that God is. only iult and not merci- 
full, che minde cannot but conceiue,the 
vaderſtanding mult needs aſſume, and 
reaſon'will neccſlarily conclude, tharall 
his faire promiſcs arc bur bare pretences, 
Sinnc.and Defpaire {uting at the helme; 
Contrarily threatningsare the terror of 
the Soulc, the troublcof the thoughts, 
the awakening of the, drowſte threat- 
nings, turne-Scadall.into Sackloth, caſt 
crownes of gold downe among the 
duſt,and aduance duſt as a more golden 
ornament for the: head. - Threatnings 
as bitter potions, purge the ſuperfluous 
humors of impictic;zand as firethe wax, 
preparcth the heart to. receiue-the im- 
pietion of Gods fpirir.;; yer if God bee 
wholly mercifull and not iuſt, will nor 
the foule ſurmiſe them to. bee clouds

and preſumption hoifing theſayles. But 
now though heauen and earth fhall 
paſſe, though the glorious Fabricke of 
the worlds Globe thall be wrapped to- 
gether as a Scrole, yer nor one tirtle of 
his word ſhall faile : what hee promiſed 
in mercy, ſhal}be petfotmed inclemett- 
cy, and What hee threarned'ih tuſtice 
ſhall bee executed in ſeuctitic, rhe free- 
neſſe of his will, the greathefſe of, his 

ower, the certainty of this trurh, His 
libersl omfipotency, verity, all ahd 
eucry of them, iointly andſenerally, doe

Orelſe to come to his office, how 
thould he bee Tidge of all the world.

Now howlocucr God ſccing the 
hearts and reines,difccrning theſecreteſt 
thoughts and intentions, to whom all 
things are naked, needes nortrto lilten, 
liſtening to labour by due ſifting to 
winnow our the truth, yerin paſling ſen- 
tence he is. to deale vnpartially. Shall | 
the Iudge of the world not doe right ; 
and yer when the. Sheepe and Goats, 
Wolues and Lambes, the Children of 
light and imps of darkneflc, thoſe who 
beareon their foules his owne Rampe, 
andthoſe on whoſe hearts' Satan ma 

ſcethe writing of his owne hand, fhall 
ſtand beforc Pim ro heare their ſcuerall 
doomes, being all mercy hee mult ab- 
ſolucthe wicked, and be.ng all Iuitice, 
hecannor ſauc the godly,and ſo he muſt 
neceſlarily paſle a parnall aud varigh- 
reousiudgement, who is holy in all his 
waics, 
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waics, and righteousinall his workes ; 
Iuſt when hee ſpeaketh, and pure when 
he-iudgeth ;' whom neither malice can 
iultly maligne, nor Error ſhall cucr bee 
able to blemiſh with abſurdity, agither 
inregard of his office; or his attributes, 
wherewith Satan would inueigle vs, by 
blinding our minde with this miſcone 
ccit, that the Lord is cither onely merci- 
full, ro cauſepreſumprion, or only Iuſt, 
ro caforce deſpaire. Bur if he were only 
juſt and nor mercifull,chefirſt Adam had 
cither not: ſinncd, or bauing ſinned, 
had continued in vanity:if only merci- 
futl and nor iuſt, the ſecond Adam had 
either nordicd or dicd in vaine : If hee 
were nota God of anger, fearc were vn- 
neceſſarie;'If nota God of fauour, faith 
afancy.: our tribulations ſhould beend- 
lefſe,if heonly frowning; our ſufferings 
fruicleſſe,if nor fauourable. What wipes 
our tcares from our eics, puts them in 
his bortle, regiſters them in his booke? 
not his mercy? What hcares the ſighes of

in contempt of him,jniury to our ſclues, 
iniuſtice towatdsorhers, we deny him 
of freedome, power aid truth, robbing 
our {clues of faith, feare, and obedience, 
diſrobing thoſe who are good of their 
holy hope, and hoped for happineſſe 
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vnlefſe wee ſhake hands with the bady _ ; 
wholeconucrlation expreſſerheir minds” © 
corruptien, and-their manners teſtific 
the. perucrſncſle of their opinion, and 
conccit Heauens happineſle ro bea ficti- 
on of poc{ic, and hels horror to be only 
a fable of policy: blaſphemies,abomina- 
ble blaſphemies onceto bee: imagined. 
We mill acknowledge him to be a God 
abundant in govdnefſeand mercy, and 
yet not making the wicked innocent, 
asby all muſt ba confeſſed : For if any 
might pleadealrogher tor. Gods mer- 
cy,then Iclus Chriſt hisſonnethe cagra- 
uen image of his ſubſtance participa- 
ting of his. ovne cfſſence, equall, in 
might and '-maicſty with himſelfe, 
doing. nothing- which. might .offend 
him, all things appointed: >y him , his 
begotten, onely.begorten, his beloued, 
belt beloued ſonne; in whom alone hee 
is well pleaſed; yetifhe becamea pawne 
for ſinne, he muſt beare the pangues of 
ſorrow ; if hee will vadertakethe chil- 
drens faulcs, he mult vndergoe the fa-

which he hath once vnalterably decreed 
ſhall beconferred, isin himapparancin- 
juſtice, ro chem manifeſt injury. In thar 
therefore, what he once purpoſed is ſtill 
performed, what he once intended is 
neuer defiſted, the continuance' of his 
will is the continuance of his juſtice, 
whercof his willis the Life and Law, to 
which his will giues birth and being, 
rule and direion, fo as theyremaining 
within the liſts of his will, cannot bee 
withoutthe limits of his Iuſtice: For ſec- 
ing Iuſtice giueth cuery one his duc,and 
it is equall and iuſt that the Creator 
ſhould bindethe creature, and the crea- 
ture obey the Creator, in that.his com- 
mands are in force among them, and 
their obedience performed towards 
him : the bleſſed Angels muſt con- 
feſſe him iuſt becauſe they may nat de- 
ny vnto him obedicnce the badge of 
I 
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Tuſtice, whereby it is diſcernedasthe tree 
by che fruit, the lower by theſmell, the 
fireby the heat, the ſcruant by his liue- 


ric. Therefore as Bernard, In celo ſo» pevh.orne 


Ia cotique inſlitia, nibilominus letitia; ſo may 
Lay (not againſt his {cnfe and meaning) 
though in Heauen there may ſecme to 
be onely joy , yet there is alſo juſtice, 
for obcdicnce the Liuery of it isthere 
worne, and Gods will the Rule of it is 
there working, and howlſocuer micrcy is 
thereto them ſervp for cuer, yet his truth

Andanother dicth jn the bitterneſſe of 
hisſoule, and neuereateth with pleaſure; 
they ſhall ſleepe both inthe dult; and the 
wormes ſhall couer them : what plea- 
ſure hath che former in his proſperity, 
when the number of his moneths is cut 
off > may he not be one of thoſe, who 
is kept vnto the day of deftruction,and 
ſhall bee brought forth to the day of 
wrath? or what diſprofit hath the Jarter 
either in life or death?

The people whom the King of Afhur 
(after he had caried away the [ſraclitcs) 
placed in Samariazwere {lainc by Lions, 
and rhe ſuperſtitious policy of his Prin- 
ces would prouidea remedy, and fcnd 
of the Pricſts eo:worſhip God in their: 
owne faſhion, according to former cu- 
ſtome of that Nation , who being now 
»7.33.34 acommixcdpeoplc; performed a diui- 

ded ſcruice,andarefaid to feare God,and 
yet notto fearc him. [Ir was rotten at 
the core, faulty. at the heart, they feared 
him as a negligent: ſeruant doth his ma- 


{ter, 
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ſter, to auoid diſpleaſure, not as an obe- 
dicnt ſonne his father to diſcharge his 
duty:we mult not feare as a Slaue doth a 
Tyrant in dread of his law,buras a faith 
ful ſubietdoth a fauourable Soucraign- 
out of loue: Thar is the feare of the Re- 
probare, which in time of extremit 

driucs them from him,and cauſeth them 
to murmure when they are afflicted : 
This the fcare of his children, which in 
rime of miſery drawes them to him, and 
cauſeth chem ro magnific him when 
they are correted. Whence it is ſome- 
times taken for his whole worſhip, and 
may thus bee diſcerned by the efteRts it 
worketh, whether we conſider God, our 


felues, or others, In reſpeAtof God, finde 


me prayer, patience, piety, praiſe, and you 
cannot faile of his feare. 

Wheretrue fcarc hath taken ſure poſ- 
ſeſlion, there is feruent, frequent prayer, 
as Eliphaz, the Temanite truly affirmed, 
how vnaptly ſocucr he applide iro Job :

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confidently be dothaffirmeir; his heart, 
his affection, his reaſon, his-ſoule and 
ſpirit wereſo poſſeſſed with the truchof 
this (that there is no reſtraining of prai- 
er where the feare of God is) that hee 
rakes them to be inſeparable: and iultly, 
for feare being the beginning of wiſdome, 
forcſceth the danger and preuenteth jr 
by prayer, preſcnts a bleſling and pro- 
cures it by prayer , reucalerh Gods plea- 
ſureand obtaincth ability ro obeyir by 
praycr. There is no good which is nor 
truly diſciphered, no eui]l which is not 
lively delineated by 'feare, the one 
whereof js obtained, and the other a- 
uoyded only by prayer. 

Bcit that hee deferreth to grant the 
ſuites we make, conferreth nor his ble(- 
ſings which we neede, .or withdraweth 
not his hand which we feele, or conti- 
nucth-to ſhake his Rod, which we feare 
will fall ypon vs, yet by our patience 
may 'we know we feare him, depending 
ypon his power, bearing of the puniſh- 
ment, ready ro embrace his pleaſure,

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either in accepting of our deſires, or at- 


flicting our deſerts : forthe feare of God 


which ncuer exalteth, cuer ſubmitteth it 2.3. 
ſelfe,being oppoſite to preſumption, bani- pe.r7.rz: 
ſheth carnal ſecuriry, the feare of God re- 2gy.,.,. 


ceiueth inſtrution,and becommeth patient 
ro bchold the Lords endindeferring the 
manifeſtation of his mercy, in the con- 
tinuing his childrens miſcry, and in his 
threatning their future calamity ; con- 
cciting (not daring to miſconceit any 
thing of the Lord) that it is citherfor the 
prouing of their faith and conſtancy, 
the purging of their filth and impurity, 
the preuenting of their ſinneand iniqui- 
ty, and the prouiding for the continu- 
ance of theirpiety, vato which the feare 
of God is alwaics glued. 


As when Toſuab had called to the re- 74-14; 


membrance of the Iſraclites the Lords 
beth iuſtice and mercy ; ijuitice ypon 
their enemics, mercy towards them, hee 
exhorts them to rho the Lord , bur 
withall aduiſeth rhat it want not the 
true companion, Tpright ſeruing of him:

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andthe Prophet Dawid when he hadaf- 
firmed that man bleſſed who feareth the 
Lord, hee inſtantly addeth, and delighteth 
onefy in Lis ( onmandements : as if there 
couldbe no truercuercucing of theLord, 
without ducregarding of hislawes ;.no 
ſtanding in awe of his wrath, withour 
obſcruing of his will ; no fearing of his 
namc, if failing in his worſhip. Thence 
is it that the Lord himſelfe giues it as a 
charge, and laics it downe as a ſtarute 
neuer to be repealed or appealed from : 
Thou ſhalt feare the Lord thy God and ſerne 
him. And teſtificth with and to Abra- 
ham, that hetruly feared him becauſe he 
withheld not his ſonne, his only ſonne. 
And Salomon when hce would deſcribe 
truefeare (his deſcription though plaine, 
is pithy, though ſhort, yer ſentenrious) 
paints it out to this purpoſe, and makes 
the hating of euill to bee the badge of it, 
which Tob did weare, and Cornelins was 
pot withour. 

Andlaſtly, whoſocuerrecciucth from 
theLords hand good or cuill, ſorrow or 
ſolace, 
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ſolace, gladnefſe or griefe, how-cucr his 
prayers may ſccme to. bee rejected, his 
patience neglected, bis picty not regar- 
ded, yer he giues prdife, orclic hee feareth 
not. Feare opens the eyes, and lers him: 
fee the Lords mercy , which deales withea,ys... 
him ſo mildly, his wiſdome diſpoſing 
all things fo warily, bis prouidence ar- 
tending all things ſo warchfully, kim- 
ſelfe fo vaworthy, the Lord fo wile; 
himſelfe vadutifull, the Lord for a!lchac 
ſo many waics bourtifull ; himſclfe fo 
diſobedicnt, the Lord ſo prouidentfor 
him; himſclfecareleſſe of the Lords ho- 
nour, the Lord ſtill following him with 
his fauour, that he cannot but both in 
minde and: mouth praiſe his name, by 
whoſe power hee 1s thus. prelerucd, 
knowing that in this he doth put on no 
other Liucry than heeis enioyned, nor 
take any other companion to true feare 
than is required by the Prophet Dauid, epu.ca.s,, 
Praiſe yee the Lord that feare him. 

And forour {clues,then may we be fure 
that thefeare of God ſwaics in-ourſoules,! 
S 3 when. 
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whenourmindsarecnlightned with pro- 
dence, our prudenceſcconded with prow- 
dence,our pronidence artended. with hope, 
our hopeaſliſted with power, our power 
made apparant by preuailing , and pre- 
uailing continued in ſtability, either con- 
ccrning what may tend to Gods glo- 
ry and our good, or threaten his dif- 
honour and our cternall hatred : For 
tro whom ſocuer the feare of the Lord 
is, as it 151n itfelfe, a treaſure, he drawes 
thence, as from an Armory, Anow- 
ledge, Wiſdome , Saluation, Strength and 
Stability, as is not obſcurely declared 
by that Euangelicall Prophet, who 
ſpeaking to the heart of Zim, com- 
C_ herin the deſtruction of them 
that ſpoiled her, aſſureth her of double 
felicity, the oncis liberty through deliuc- 
rance, and the other flability in her free- 
dome; which ſtability is branched our 
in the mcanes whereby it is preſerued, & 
the roofe from whence it is deriued : the 
meanes whereby it is preferued are, 


ſtrength for preudiling, ſafety in reſfling,wif- 


dome 
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dome in prouiding, knowledge 'in diſcerning. 
The Revte out of which cuery: one. of 
theſe branches buddeth, and the foun- 
dation whereupon hee builds this 
bulwarke of their conſolation, is the 
fearc of the Lord. Now ſccing by what 
meanes any thing 1s preſerned, by the ſame 
meanes often it ts obtained :we may takeothe 
Prophets gradation in the Retrograde, 
and then we findethe feare of God to 
bethe fountaine out of which the reſt, 
as little riuers, doc iſſue, though in their 
different necrenefſle or remoteneſle.

after. 

Now leſt any, through the multi- 
tude of Foes , greatneſſe of contrary 
ſtrength; or ſtrangeneſle of Stratagems, 
which he cither ſccth or eco 
againſt which he prepareth, might, 'con- 
{cious of his owne ſpirituall wiſdome 
and 
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and naturall weakneſle, feare to faile in 
the encounter, the feare of God holdeth 


forth an aſſiſting hand, and miniſtrerh 
hope of ſafety, by preſenting the greatneſſe 
of Gods po ver, the graciouſneſſe of his promi- 
ſes, and certainty of bis prot-ftion : For by 
what was the true feare of God, which 
neuer maketh fleſh its arme, more. ma-- F 
nifeſt in vndaunted Danel, and his fel- varz.r7% 
lowes, then in their hope of deliuerance 
grounded on Gods power to preſcruc 
them? By what can the beames of this F 
gracemorce ſparkle out then by relying TE 
on his promiſes ? Therefore the Propher | 
Dauid makerh the attending on his mercies, Pl.tyr, 1. 
rhe expectation of his mercifull promiſes, 
an artcndant on it, by which it may be 
knowne as a fit gueſt by his marriage 
arment; and leſt wee might thinke 
Fin to imply that, whereof he was not 
perſwaded, hee maketh his prayer the 
roclaimer of his hope, and manifeſteth 
Fi hopein the promiſeto be grounded r/a.1rs.38, 
on his feareof God. Hor ſhall we know 
that Simeon feared God 2 Aske Gods ho-

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ly ſpirit, his comfortable intelligencer, 
our belt interpreter of the truth, and hee 
wall tell vs,and let vs ſee the f1gne, looke 
on him; bchold ye his hope expecting, 
his expectation wairing for the conſolation 
of Iſrael% Doe you iudge of a man. by 
his mates, aud. of his condition by tus 
companions? and can yuu not fee Si- 
meon to bea man who tcared God, {ce- 
ing with it is 1oyned his waiting forthe 
accompliſhmeng of chat promile, of not 
ſecing death till heehad ſeene the Lord 
Chritt 2 Laſtly, the hope of the Lords al- 
{iltanceis aſſured by 4 certainty of his 
protection, and certaine perſwafton that 
his eyes are ouer thoſe that feare by, and that 
his Angell putcheth his Tent round about them. 
Dauid a man fore turmoiled in man 
troubles, had fainted, bur his ſtrength 
was by the Word of God, the word of his 
promiſe, ſuſtained. Feare of the Lords 
Maieſty preſented his power, his pro- 
miſe and hisproteCtion, apd comforted 
Danids heart, for itis alwaies accompa- 
nied with hope.

as then the feare of God adminiſtreth 
courage to enter the liſts, entertainethe 
combar, fo it furniſheth with ſtrenptb, 
ro defend the foule, effznd the aflaylants;

red ſtrength ;- it is not a ftaylng, but a 
fortifying, nor a [ſhrinking bur endu- 
ring, nota falſe, bur a firme fortrefle. 
No darrcan pierce it, no blow wound 
it, no {hot cater into it, a bulwarke 
that cannot bee vndermined , 'a'Ca- 
ftle that cannot bee battered, a Ci- 
tie that cannot bee ranſacked. Ir was 
a ſhicld ro couer Toſeph from the 
wound of concupiſcence ;.a buckler to 
beare off the blow of impatience bur- 
gomng from Iobs friends and afflicti- 
ons; a breltplate to all rhe Saints, to 
keepe ſafe their hearts from all ſpiricuall 
hurts, and more powerfull than thar 
Lazrell, which Tiberius Ceſa#" is ſaid ro 
weare, to preſerue them'from'rhe dan- 
ger of Satans Thunderbolts, and ſo de- 
fends the ſoule. It no lefle: offends the 
| T1 aſlaiiants. 
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aſlailants, defeating Sathan of his hopes, 
andenforcing him and histo take «Ts 
flight. Itdefeateth him of his hopes, fet- 
tring our aff: tions, ſugring our affliions, 
ſeaſoning our ſpiritual foode. It fettc- 
reth our affettions with the chaines of 
Gods diſpleaſure ; It danteth our car- 
nall reſolutions with a fight of his 
powerfull anger, it bridleth our vnlimi- 
ted defires with the reines of his 
chreatnings, and glutterh rhe greedi- 
neſſe of our ſinfull appetites, with pre- 
ſenting his power. What deuilliſh de- 
light is not diſtaſted > What flcſhly 
hope is not fruſtrated > What hclliſh 
decd is not croſſed > where the fearc of 
God refideth? It,as the oyle of Nenuphar, 
coolcth the defireof {inne, and as that 
fountaine in Armenia turneth our hotteſt 
louc of iniquity to acold liking, Ir ſu- 
greth our affl;fions,as Eliſhaes wood (weet- 
ned the bitter waters, Icſt griefe ſhould 
make vs ſenſleſſethrough roo much ſuf- 
fcring; and as thetree Alpia, rather withe- 
reth with the duc of mercy, then wa- 


ſterh 
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ſteth with the fire of miſery. Irſeaſoneth 
our ſpiritual food : For, hath Satan calt in- 
to the pots ef our celeſtiall- nouriſh- 
ment, the gourds of falſegloſſes, or cr- 
roneous interpretations, or any way 
corrupted the facred well of faluation, 
that we expeCting an Egge might faſten 
ypon a ſtone, looking fora tiſh catch 
aſcrpent, or thinking to be quenched 
might be poyſoned? The fearc of God 
as Elſhaes meale, maketh that meate 
wholſome, and hauiog tried it with the 
rules of pictic, faith, and charity, auoides 
as with the Vnicotnes horne, the {uck- 
ing in of ſoulc-killing poyſon.

we may know ir by the firſt property of 
the Roſe; which is, if it feede the f1ghr 
and breed ſubmiſſue reucrence.

of Heauen in multitude ; and why doth 
hee number thus the Lords mercies 2 
cuca for this purpoſe, as hee himſelfe 
expreſſeth, that thele acts of mercy 
might bee motives to enflame the 
peoples aftections to him. Therefore 
(ſaich he), houſhals loue the Lord thy God, 
In like mannerdoth DJoſuah his ſucceflor, 
prefle the ſame duty from the ſame 
ground, ypontheſame people: Forthe 
time palt, rheLord had driuen out be- 
fore them great Nations and{trong, ſo 
fauourable hee was to them.

Feare muſt have 
with it Walking in his waies, and walking n 
his waies may not bce withour lone : as 
thereis required the keeping of the ( omman- 
dements by them that louchim, ſo chere is 
a delighting in biz ( ommandements by them 
that feare him ; Where as true ſocicry 
and ſociable vnity for the greater iu- 
crealc of mutuall comfort, will ſeeketo 
ſertlc and ſolace themſclues in the ſame 
(and that a cleCted place) lo theſe graces 
will be lodged in lame (and thata 
peculiar) Cabinet: For both theſe pearles 
are not found together in euery Foun- 
raine, both theſe Gems are nor digged 
rogerher our of cucry ground, both chele 
flowers arc not growing together in c- 
ucry Garden; for in the hearts onely of 
Gods children'are they bortharboured,

planted: ( aine, EJau and Indas had a kind 
of feare, but talle, for they wanted 
lone ; the Pharifies and S1mon Magus had a 
kind of loue, but counterfeit, for they 
waanted-feare; if the former had had 
loue, they had deſired, and defiring cx- 
pected Gods. grace: if the other had had 
tearc, they would hauc neglected their 
owne reſpect, and haue ſought for and 
aimed at Gods glory; they all wanted 
both true feare and lous; for of the one 
ſortthe hearts were enuious, and they 
deſpaired, which lone entertaines not; of 
the other, the Spirits were vaine-glori- 
ous, andthey preſumed, which feare ad- 
mits not. Neither lex it ſceme ſtrange 
that feare and love, whole very names im- 
ply a great diuerſity in their: natures; 
ſhould with anvnanime conſent lodge 
in the ſamebreaſt, ſecing, the bitter Rue 
andthe{weet Fig-tree draw-moiſture, in 
rhe ſame ground, the ſolitary Twrleand

The Diſciples would not mo- 
leſt their Maſter, till there was no hope 
of ſafety, becauſe they were bridled by 
Lone, as the Church would not ſuffer 
any to awaken her Spoule in {1gne of 
her affection. Feare participating.of the 
nature of the Lion which is terrible, 
loatheth a putrified denne, and loue 
which communicatethin property with 
the Doue which is louing, ſhunneth a 
toule cottage: ſuch is their ſympathicin 
reſpect of their oppoſites. 

Now for their conditions. Wee cannot 
but ſce how neerely they are in them 
conioyned, if we obſerue their mutuall, 
1. Excellency. 2. Dignity. 3. Validitie. 
Their Excellency appeareth to bee the 
ſame, in that God hath indiffcrently 
made knowne himſelfe (as it were by 
name) by either of them. Wee juſtly 
make 
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make account oft rhe:name,:: cſpeciab 
ly if it bee: giuen of purpoſe, not by 
peraduenture, for the better finding 
out of the narure of that whereunto. it 
is giuen, and if Embaſſadors'receiue 
their reſpe& according to the Maicſtic 
of their Maſter whom they preſent, 
how ſhall we nor eſteeme of the excel- 
lency of both Lone and Feare, ſccing the 
Lord himſclfe who didallthings(gaue 
cuen names ) in number, Weight aud mea- 
ſure,in his ſacred Word, wherecuery one 
may and ought to reade, his pleaſure 
will hauc vs to conceiue himſclteſome- 
times when Feare is mentioned, and 0- 
ther ſomtimes when Lowe is repeated.
